I'IFAT  RATIONING  EASES  UP 

The  only  meats  for  which  ration  points  are  now  required  arc  steaks  and  roasts 
from  the  better  quality  steers,  heifers  and  cows  of  choice,  g^od,  commercial,  and 
utility  grades,  according  to  the  Office  of  Price  Administration, 

All  steaks  and  roasts  cut  fr^m  all  grades  Df  bulls  and  stags,  and  from  cutters' 
and  canners '  grades  of  cows,  heifers,    and  steers  maybe  sold  point  free.    The  OPA 
regulation  also  applies  to  meat  sold  from  the  farm. 

BEEF  THE  COT."

Marketing  a  considerable  portion  of  the  beef  cow  herds  is  the  most  practical 
solution  to  the  problem  facing  cattle  producers,  according  to  D,  L.  Mullendore, 
president  of  the  Production  Credit  Corporation  of  Y.ichita, 

President  Mullendore  lists  the  following  advantages  for  the  "beef-the-cow" 
plan:  1)  Cows  can  be  put  in  slaughter  condition  with  less  grain  and  in  less  time 
wthan  any  other  class  of  cattle.    They  can  be  handled  with  less  price  risk  than 
younger  ca  ttle  ,  2)  It  is  sound  business  practice  to  market  cows  this  year  while 


beef  prices  are  high  and  grov;  future  bow  herds  from  calves  and  heifers.    It  would 
be  a  mistake  to  carry  high--priced  cow  herds  into  the  probable  price  slump  ahead  of 
us.  3)  Marketing  cows  will  effectively  reduce  cattle  numbers  and  does  not  carry  the 
threat  of  a  demoralized  and  glutted  market  that  might  result  from  widespread  res- 
ponse to  a  general  request  tc  11  sell  your  cattle." 

ELECTED  krajjg  LEADERS  CALLED  AAA'S  LIFELINE 
Judge  Marvin  Jones,  of  the  7,'FA,  pointed  out  the  importance  of  the  farmer 
committee  system  in  testifying  before  the  Senate  sub-committee  on  agricultural 
appropriati  ons • 

"AAA's  county  and  co irmunLty  committee  system  has  been  a  lifeline  in  the  whole 
program. 

"How  there  have  been  a  let  of  kicks  and  complaints  from  people  who  didn't  want 
the  program  to  live.    There  have  been  some  people  who  v/ould  like  to  have  seen  the 
program  chucked,  so  there  has  been  some  fire  at  this  thing.    But  anybody  who  will 
go  out  and  attend  one  of  these  regional  or  district  meetings  and  see  the  intelligent 
grasp  they  have  of  the  pro.sram  will  realize  that  is  where  the  program  gets  its  fire, 
its  animation,  its  life.    That  is  where  the  lifeblood  flows,  and  I  don't  want  see 
that  group  choked  down   to  where  they  can't  function." 

FEED  SITUATION 

The  carryover  of  feed  grains  at  the  end  of  the  present  feeding  year  probably 
will  be  the  smallest  since  1937,  although  prospects  for  1944-  production  appear  more 
favorable  than  earlier.    Carryover  stocks  of  hay  on  May  1  were  10,3  million  tons, 
23  percent  less  than  on  .lay  1  a  year  ago,  and  5  percent  less  than  the  1933-42 
average  carryover  on  May  1. 

BAIRD  SAVES  GAS  THROUGH  CONTOUR  FUMING 

J.  0.  Baird,  of  Oloudcroft,  has  come  up  with  a  novel  method  of  saving  gasoline* 
and.  it  works  to  the  tune  of  from  25  to  30  percent,  he  has  informed  Soil  Conservation 
Service  Officials. 
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Two  years  ago,  he  had  to  drop  into  the  lowest  gear  on  his  new  tractor  to  pull 
any  implements  up  the  hills  on  his  farm.    But  that  was  before  he  started  farming  on 
the  contour, 

"Now  I  never  have  to  change  years  while  pulling  my  heaviest  equipment,"  Mr, 
Eaird  said,  nknd  although    my  tractor  hasn't  gone  on  the  water  wagon,  it  isn't 
drinking  the  gasoline  it  once  did." 

leni-iekSe  lurches  on 

More  than  11  million  tons  of  American  food    have  gone  to  the  Allies  since  the 
first  consignment  of  lend-lease  f -od  reached  Great  Britain  three  years  ago, 

F  od  shipments  under  lend-lease  are  expected  to  total  about  ll|-  percent  of 
estirrated  supplies  in  the  U,  S.,  with  about  four  percent  going  to  the  United  King- 
dom and  other  British  claimants,  and  three  and  a  half  percent  to  Russia,  Four 
percent  has  been  allocated  for  use  in  fulfilling  emergency  requirements  for  liber- 
ated ar>~as  and  for  other  special'  purposes, 

NO  TIRE  RELIEF  FOR  TRACTORS  ON  STEEL 

There  are  no  rubber  tires  for  tractors  now  operating  on  steel.    The  additional 
production  facilities  for  large-size  rubber  tires  that  are  now  coming  into  use  must 
be  utilized  to  make  tires  for  military  vehicles  and  for  domestic  truck  transprota- 
tion. 

For  an  indefinite  period,  supplies  of  large  tractor  tires  will  only  be 
sufficient  to  equip  new  tractors  and  replace  worn-out  :>r  damaged  tires, 

FAR1&RS  GFrEN  TIP  ON  1945  V-HE^T  NEEDS 

Before  the  194-4  wheat  crop  goes  into  the  bins,  producers  have  their  tip  on 
1945  production  needs  in  War  Food  i»dminstrator  Marvin  Jones'  suggestion  that  the 
nation's  wheat  producers  boost  their  total  acreage  to  about  70,000,000  acres.

Under  new  7.PB  regulations  j  le  placement  needs  for  crawler  tractors  will  be 
Riven  first  consideration  in  the  allocation  and  sale  of  the  limited  supply  available 
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for  agriculture. 

Applications  for  crawler  tractors  filed  by  farmers  who  have  not  previously 
used  the  crawler-type  will  be  considered  only  when  it  can  be  shown  that  wheel-type 
tractors  are  not  suitable  for  rcneral  operations.    Few  tractors  will  be  allocated 
for  land -clearing  and  other  expansion.
